The announcement by the bold op- 


erator that Tiis $10,000,000 pool 
had^ 


been punished to the tune of $3,600,. 
000, is staggering to. the casual observ- 
er, but traders and operators do not 
regard it as much when the vast sums 
at stake are taken into consideration 
and u.e 
tremendous 
operation in 


stocks which a $10,000,000 pool in- 
volves when handled by a past master 
in the art of speculation like Lawson. 


Many a bull pool and many a bear 


pool with $10,000,000 at its command 
has had the market go against it to 
the extent of a loss of 36 per cent, or 
even 50 per cent, or more than that 
before the turn came, then its losses 
have been 
speedily 
recouped 
and 


turned in mammoth profits. 


Whether Lawson's pool will have 


such good fortune in the end neither 
Lawson nor the men who are arrayed 
against him can say at this time in 
the game. Lawson believes it will, or 
he would not have entered the game. 
Those who are sitting opposite' him 
in the game for millions do not intend 
that he shall win, and would say with- 
out hesitation if asked for their opin 
ion that he cannot- 


They are playing a game they have 


been forced into. It may not be to 
their liking at this time with money 
conditions in all the money markets 
of the world hostile, and other condi- 
tions not particularly encouraging for 
a prolonged and enthusiastic bull 
market, but they are compelled to put 
prices up or keep them where they 
are. 


The time for the battle is Lawson's 


own choosing. It would not be the 
.choice of those arrayed against him 
if they had their -say in the matter 
presumably. 
When he sells them 


stocks now they are forced to borrow 
money at an exorbitant rate to carry 
them. The back of many a bull pool 
has been broken by high rales for 
money. Lawson's bear pool is draw 
ing interest on ibis money that they 
borrow. 


Though the Standard Oil crowd, 


which is credited in the public mind 
with leading the fight on the Lawson 
pool, is supposed 
to be invincible, 


financial men in a position to speak

Debate on the Possibilities of Con- 


trolling the Big Companies. 


VARIETY OF VIEWS AIRED 


Amendment of the 
Pending Treaty 


With the United States Sought b'y 
Santo Domingo — Senator Tillman 
Criticises the Acts of CanaJ Com- 
missioners — Affairs In Congress. 


Washington, Dec. 16. — - The house 


devoted several hours' lively dehate 
on the possibilities of controlling in- 
surance companies. Two set, speeches 
•were the features. One, by Mr. Sher- 
ley of Kentucky, bore on the doctrine 
of state's rights, and the other, by Mr. 
Cockran of New York, related to the 
actions of the' officers who manage 
the big life insurance companies. Mr. 
Cockran 
proposed 
that 
congress 


through its taxing power should con- 
fine all insurance companies to the 
state in which they are organized. 
Mr. Mann of Illinois outlined a pro- 
posed means of control. He will later 
present it in the form of a hill, leav- 
ing it to the insurance companies to 
voluntarily submit to "federal legisla- 
tion. 
Mr. Williams, the 
minority 


leader, who concluded 
the debate, 


held that control was possible, but not 
through the taxing power. 


At a meeting of the senate commit- 


tee on foreign relations it devel- 
oped 
that it is 
Santo Domingo 


that seeks the amendment of the 
pending treaty in relation to Domini- 
can financial affairs. The seventh ar- 
ticle of the treaty provides that the 
United States at the request of the 
Dominican republic shall grant the 
latter such assistance as the United 
States may deem proper to restore 
credit, preserve order, increase the 
efficiency of the civil administration 
and advance the material progress 
anff welfare of the Dominican repub- 
lic. This article is construed to give 
the United States authority to send 
warships to the ports of the republic 
to enforce the teTms of the treaty and 
put down any disorder that might 


Secretary Root was before the seu- 
ate committee and testified - that the 
Dominican people desired to have the 
treaty amended to provide that such 
assistance may be called for by the 
congress of Santo Domingo. Under 
the present phraseology it appears 
that the authority to call upon the 
United States rests with the president 
of Santo Domingo. Opposition to the 
placing of such powers in the .hands 
of President Moraiss has been mani- 
fested in the republic, and it is said 
that without the amendment the Do- 
minican republic would refuse to rat- 
ify the convention. It is claimed by 
the .Dominican opponents to the 
treaty that if put in operation in its 
present form President Morales could 
nold the presidency forever, and that 
his heirs would take it in succession. 


The Panama canal appropriation 


bill was again under consideration 
by the senate, and Mr. Tillman occu- 
pied the executive lime given to that 
subject except when he gave way to 
questions from or , interruptions by 
other senators. He did not indicate 
any intention of opposing the passage 
of the appropriation bill, but he criti- 
cised the methods of the canal com- 
mission in many of its transactions 
He raised the question as to .whether 
President Shonts is still in the em- 
ploy of the Clover Leaf railroad, and 
said that the railway register still car- 
ries his name at the head of that 
road. He also sharply criticised the 
employment of Secretary Bishop as a 
press representative, and Mr. Hale 
joined in this censure, saying that Mr. 
Bishop's employment in that capacity 
is a reflection not only on congress. 
but on the press. A part of Mr. Till- 
man's remarks was devoted to a criti- 
cism of the president's i,Jlicy in Santo 
Domingo, and Mr. Spooner defended 
the president's course.

Country Districts cf the Baltic Prov- 


inces In the Har.ds of the Revolu- 
tionists — Tartars and Armenians 
Clash In the Caucasus — Another 
Republic Established. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 14.—Encounters 


have occurred between troops and the 
united peasantry and workmen in the 
streets of Riga, during which machine 
guns were used. The situation is 
most serious in the country, which is 
practically abandoned to the revolu- 
tionary bands, owing to the concen- 
tration of the troops in the cities and 
towns. Against some of the estates 
where the landlords, aided by a few 
faithful adherents, are attempting to 
protect their property, the revolution- 
ists are conducting regular military 
operations. 
They reduced the garri- 


son of the estate of Baron Von Loewis 
to submission after a majority of the 
defenders had been killed, and plun- 
dered and burned the buildings and 
carried off the baron. The survivors 
were made prisoners. 


The situation in the Caucasus is 


serious. The Tartars and Armenians 
are murdering each other as of yore. 
At EI"~~' -' -"1 especially there has 
been a sc 
.: exhibition of race 


hatred. 
From KharkofE an agent of 


the New York Life Insurance, who 
fled, brings the story of the establish- 
ment of a republic there. He says the 
military forces have gone over to the 
revolutionists and that the latter have 
full possession of the city. 


Emperor Nicholas received a depu- 


tation representing numerous leagues 
of a patriotic complexion, including 
Prince Scherbatoff and' other noble- 
men, 
all of whom are notoriously de- 


sirous for a return to the ancient au- 
tocratic regime and are therefore dis- 
satisfied with the cabinet of Count 
Witte. Though they made no secret of 
their aspirations, the emperor did not 
give them the slightest hope that 
' there would be any deviation from 
the promises made in the manifesto. 


The budget of 1906 is being cut 


hard not only in order to try to make 
both ends meet, but in order to make 
the best possible showing to the na- 
tional assembly. Extravagance in all 
directions has been eliminated and 
projects for new railroad construc- 
tion and new public works of every 
description are omitted. The only 
items increased are the salaries of the 
railroad and postal employes. The 
personnel of the army and navy and 
the naval program are greatly re- 
duced. 


Reports from Moscow say that the 


authorities there are extremely nerv- 
O'is, as the city is denuded of troops, 
the boldiers having been sent to the 
neighboring 
provinces, 
especially 


southeast. 
Less -than 10,000 troops 


remain in Moscow, and this force is 
cons-.flcrcd to be utterly inadequate 
should a crisis occur. 


Wealthy Jews Held Up- 


Warsaw. Russian Poland. Dec. 1C.— 


Many wealthy Jews are leaving this 
city o\v:ng to the raids on their resi- 
denr^s ijy bands of revolutionary co- 
religionists calling themselves anar- 
chists. The latter invade the houses 
and flats of rich Jews, demanding 
lar:;e sums at the point of revolvers, 
and in case of a refusal they plunder 
the premises of jewels and money and 
destroy the furniture. One hundred 
and fifty postal clerks and 50 tcle?- 
rar»'i«rs have resumed work. The 
strikers threaten retaliation.

The social democrats 
and revolutionary parties now resolve 
to combine in the fight for reforms.

With his customary orderli- 


ness and attention to detail ,lie begins 
to plan his beneficent campaign long 
before the dawn of the holiday season. 
On a slip of paper which he keeps con- 
cealed in a private cabinet be notes 
down In his neat uncial script as they 
occur to him the names of the various 
persons whom be intends to remember, 
and the amount he expects to expend 
on each of them.

The 
children-of royal lineage in thejGerman 
empire alone are quite numerous 
enough to absorb a fortune, and it is 
reputed that the generous royal lady 
spends $50,000 every year in this admi- 
rable way. 


The present sultan of Turkey, with 


all his traditional hatred of the giaour, 
has fallen into the habit of sending 
Christmas gifts to some of tbe Chris- 
tian courts. These remembrances con- 
sist for the most part of jars of pre- 
served rose-leaves and Levantine sweet- 
meats prepared by his own confection- 
er.

The queen sends a 
generous check to the Vatican and the 
king distributes a few decorations.

Russian Trade Paralyzed. 


Berlin, Dec. 1C. — Inquiries among 


exporters of goods to Russia and at 
the railway ministry show that traffic 
with Russia is scarcely one'-third of 
what it is ordinarily. Practically noth- 
ing is coming from Russia and little 
is going there except by way, of St. 
Petersburg. Commercial travelers re- 
turning from Russia are being de- 
tained until it is seen whether the 
country becomes quieter. The expec- 
tation is that the Russian merchants 
•will buy enormously as soon as rail- 
way communication is generally re- 
stored and order prevails. The credit 
of the St. Petersburg and Moscow 
firms remains unshaken.

struction is one of the.necessities of a

aging the construction of artistic 
douses, or rather, artistic facades. By 
the terms of the .offer the council ap- 
oointed a committee to determine, af- 
:er a critical examination, which six 
houses selected as entitled to the 
the most artistic facades. This com- 
mittee has now reported locating the 
houses selected as etnltled 
to the 


award. The architects of these, build- 
ings receive medals while the owners 
of the buildings are exempted from 
the payment of certain taxes. 


In no city of the world is art more 


highly appreciated than in Paris, anc 
no people are more devoted to the 
artistic than the French. These six 
houses have already been visited by 
thousands and will serve as models 
for the construction of a large nnm 
ber of houses, while the 
architects 


who have medals for designing them 
will doubtless be much in request by 
ambitious prospective owners 
wIic 


wish to possess highly artistic resi 
dences of original design. The money 
investment, including the exemption 
from taxes, is small while the re- 
sults, as making to 
the enhancec 


beauty of the 
city will 
doubil 


prove great. This plan, or something 
looking toward the same end. migh 
well be adopted by Newark, since the 
architectural effects of our city build 
ings might well be improved to pu 
ihe matter in the mildest possible 
form.
